INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME, BID OFFICERS WERE IN THEIR 
VEHICLE ENTERING THE DRIVEWAY LEADING TO THE LOEWS HOTEL, 
1775 HIGHLAND AVE AND THE BID OFFICE. AS OFFICERS VEHICLE 
MADE THE TURN INTO THE DRIVEWAY, OFFICERS OBSERVED THE 
DEFENDANTS AND ANOTHER FEMALE STANDING IN THE DRIVEWAY 
OF THE HOTEL, AN AREA AVAILABLE TO THE PUBLIC. OFFICERS 
ATTENTION WERE FIRST DIRECTED TO DEFENDANT SIMS WHO WAS 
OPENLY DRINKING FROM A “40 OUNCE BOTTLE OF OLDE ENGLISH 
800, MALT LIQUOR.” AS OFFICERS VEHICLE STOPPED IN THE 
DRIVEWAY, DEFENDANT SIMS HANDED THE BOTTLE OF OLDE 
ENGLISH TO DEFENDANT SMITH WHO WAS OBSERVED TAKING A 
DRINK FROM THE OPEN BOTTLE. OFFICES CONTACTED THE 
DEFENDANTS, WHO BOTH BECAME BOISTEROUS AND VERBALLY 
AGGRESSIVE. OFFICERS IMMEDIATELY REQUESTED ANOTHER BID 
UNIT AS OFFICERS ATTEMPTED TO CALM THE DEFENDANTS. 
OFFICERS THEN HANDCUFFED A DEFIANT SMITH WHILE SIMS 
CONTINUED TO DIRECT ABUSIVE LANGUAGE AT OFFICERS. 

UPON THE ARRIVAL OF FB-2, KANAGI AND GORDON, THEY ASSISTED IN 
TAKING SIMS INTO CUSTODY. BID OFFICER KANAGI, A FEMALE AND

BOTH DEFENDANTS CONTINUED TO BE UNCOOPERATIVE WHEN

HANDCUFFED. 

THE DEFENDANTS WERE THEN TRANSPORTED TO HOLLYWOOD 
STATION. AT HOLLYWOOD STATION, BOTH DEFENDANTS CONTINUED 
TO BE VERBALLY AGGRESSIVE AND OFFICERS WERE DIRECTED BY

DEFENDANTS DUE TO THEIR VERBAL ABUSIVENESS TOWARDS 
BID OFFICERS.
